THE  management  side  of  Committee 
A  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Whitley 
Council  has  undertaken  that,  in  the 
negotiations  on  chemist  contractors' 
oncost  and  the  dispensing  fee  claim 
(see  C.  &  D.,  February  25,  p.  172)  its 
object  will  be  to  reach  a  settlement 
with  all  possible  speed.  The  staff  side 
has  in  turn  undertaken  to  co-operate 
in  the  preparations  to  be  made  for  an 
inquiry  into  Drug  Tariff  prices. 
Timing  of  the  inquiry  is  made  depen- 
dent on  progress  reached  in  negotiating 
the  claim.

A  held  on  March  8.  At  the  same 
meeting  an  offer  of  settlement  of  the 
container  allowance  claim  put  forward 
by  the  management  side  was  rejected 
by  the  staff  side.  Discussions  are  now 
being  held  in  an  effort  to  bridge  the 
gap  between  the  management  side's 
offer  and  the  minimum  figure  (lower 
than  1.75d.)  which  the  staff  side  con- 
siders to  be  appropriate.

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RESTRICTIVE  PRACTICES 

Second  reading  debate 


MOVING  the  second  reading  of  the 
Restrictive  Trade  Practices  Bill  in  the 
House  of  Commons  on  March  6,  MR. 
PETER  THORNEYCROFT  (President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade),  said  that  when 
an  issue  was  placed  before  the  restric- 
tive practices  court,  two  things  had  to 
be  shown.  The  first  was  that  the 
arrangement  was  necessary  to  secure 
one  of  the  benefits  or  to  avoid  one  of 
the  ills  contained  in  paragraphs  (a)  to 
(g)  of  Clause  16.  The  second  was  that 
the  restriction  had  not  operated  to  an 
unreasonable  extent  to  the  detriment  of 
the  public.  Paragraph  (a)  dealt  with 
the  case  where  the  public  could  be 
shown  to  need  protection  owing  to  the 
nature  of  the  goods,  for  instance  Dan- 
gerous Drugs. 

The  present  Monopolies  Commission 
inquiries  into  industrial  and  medical 
gases  and  chemical  fertilisers  would 
be  completed.  While  there  were  res- 
pectable arguments  in  favour  of  resale 
price  maintenance,  maintaining  prices 
was  surely  not  an  end  to  which  all 
other  factors  should  be  sacrificed  at 
present.  A  system  which  could  be 
simply  a  device  to  protect  the  manu- 
facturer of  branded  goods  against  the 
use  of  his  goods  in  loss  leading  had 
degenerated  into  a  system  where  great 
areas  of  trade  were  frozen  into  a  fixed 
pattern  of  price  and  profit  margins. 
He  was  aware  that  supporters  of 
resale  price  maintenance  would  say  that 
few  individuals  would  avail  themselves 
of  the  new  rights  given  in  the  Bill. 
Opponents  of  resale  price  maintenance 
would  claim  that  the  substitution  of 
the  public  for  the  private  court  system 
represented  approval  of  the  very 
system  which  they  condemned.  He 
believed  that  the  Government's  pro- 
posals provided  an  adequate  means  of 
dealing  with  the  problem  of  the  loss 
leader  and  would  get  rid  of  both  the 
stop  list  and  the  private  court. 

MR.  GEORGE  DARLING  said  that 
the  Bill  would  take  away  protection 
from  retailers  who  gave  deferred 
rebates,  the  co-operative  societies  in 
particular.  MR.  THORNEYCROFT, 
said  that  that  would  depend  entirely 
upon  the  individual  arrangement  made 
in  any  particular  case. 

Opposing  the  second  reading,  MR. 
DOUGLAS  JAY,  said  that  the  Govern- 
ment was  abnegating  an  essential  res- 
ponsibility and  shuffling  off  its  own 
job  to  the  courts.  The  Opposition  had 
serious  doubts  whether  Clause  19  really 
banned  collective  resale  price  main- 
tenance. Clause  19  did  not  prohibit 
agreements  by  dealers  and  recommen- 
dations by  their  associations  to  discri- 
minate against  suppliers,  but  only 
prohibited  agreements  or  arrangements 
to  withhold  supplies,  or  conversely 
orders,  from  dealers  who  resold  in 
breach  of  an  understanding  about  price. 
The  Clause  would  not  prevent  a 
collective  boycott.  Collective  resale 
price  maintenance  itself  could  go  on  if 
it  was  enforced  by  any  method  other 
than  withholding  supplies.  Would  it 
be  so  difficult  for  a  trade  association 
to  lay  it  down  as  a  condition  of  mem- 
bership   that    firms    should  enforce 


individual  resale  price  maintenance  by 
law  under  the  Bill?  The  trader  would 
be  able,  under  Clause  20  to  enforce 
his  prices  in  the  courts  on  other  parties 
who  had  made  no  contract  with  him, 
but  who  had  notice  of  the  conditions. 
There  should  be  a  clear  condition  that 
deferred  discounts,  like  co-operative 
dividend,  were  not  treated  arbitrarily 
as  a  price  reduction.  If  the  law  was 
to  be  used  to  enforce  prices  there 
should  be  statutory  price  control. 

MR.  ROY  JENKINS,  said  that  there 
was  no  doubt  that  the  Bill  made 
individual  resale  price  maintenance 
easier  to  apply.  Clause  20  seemed  to 
put  retailers  in  a  very  unreasonable 
position,  for  they  could  buy  goods 
from  a  wholesaler  with  no  question 
of  price  maintenance  in  the  contract, 
but,  if  there  was  a  contract  between 
that  wholesaler  and  the  manufacturer, 
which  laid  down  price  maintenance, 
and  if  the  wholesaler  mentioned  the 
existence  of  that  in  the  most  casual 
way  to  the  retailer,  the  retailer  could 
have  an  action  taken  against  him  for 
breach  of  a  contract  into  which  he 
had  never  entered. 

MR.  E.  H.  C.  LEATHER  said  that 
he  did  not  think  that  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  was  right  in 
saying  that  by  banning  collective  resale 
price  maintenance  the  Government 
would  be  putting  thousands  of  small 
chemists  out  of  business.  It  had  not 
happened  in  other  countries  and 
nothing  had  been  put  forward  to  show 
why  it  should  happen  here. 

MR.  DEREK  WALKER-SMITH 
(Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Board 
of  Trade)  assured  the  House  that 
putting  people  on  the  stop  list  or 
taking  them  off  the  approved  list  were 
unlawful  under  Part  II  of  the  Bill. 
An  agreement  among  manufacturers  to 
prescribe  an  individual  resale  price 
would  be  caught  by  Clause  5. 

MR.  JAY  asked  the  position  of  a 
trade  association  which  made  it  a  con- 
dition of  membership  that  each 
individual  firm  should  enforce  resale 
price  maintenance  by  the  new  legal 
provisions  of  the  Bill. 

MR.  WALKER-SMITH  said  that 
that  would  be  caught  under  Part  I 
of  the  Bill.  What  was  prohibited  in 
Part  II  was  the  collective  enforcement 
of  resale  price  maintenance.  The  form 
of  notice  of  condition  of  sale  under 
Clause  20  would  be  a  matter  for  the 
court,  but  he  found  it  difficult  to 
believe  that  anyone  was  likely  to  rely 
on  a  casual  conversation  as  constituting 
such  a  notice.  The  position  of 
co-operative  dividend  would  depend 
primarily  on  how  the  condition  as  to 
price  was  made  by  the  individual 
manufacturer.  He  suggested  that  the 
co-operative  societies  would  find  that 
they  got  the  benefit  of  the  abolition  of 
collective  enforcement  of  resale  price 
maintenance.  The  Government  hoped 
to  get  agreements  on  common  prices, 
level  tendering  and  collective  discrimi- 
nation registered  within  about  three 
months  of  the  making  of  the  order  for 
registration.  The  Bill  was  read  a 
second  time.

Us  had  since  spent  a  month 
in  hospital  for  treatment  and  to  assure 
himself  that  there  was  no  addiction.

NORTHERN  IRELAND 
EDUCATION 

PROPOSALS  for  a  new  education  system 
in  Northern  Ireland  following  the  passing 
of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1955, 
were  outlined  by  the  secretary  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern 
Ireland  (Mr.  William  Gorman)  at  a 
meeting  in  Belfast  on  February  21.  It 
was  proposed  that  a  person  entering 
pharmacy  should  register  as  a  student  or 
apprentice  before  taking  the  course  for 
the  Part  I  examination.  The  course  would 
commence  in  each  September.  That 
would  affect  the  number  of  apprentices. 
At  present  a  person  could  enter  phar- 
macy in  any  month  except  August; 
under  the  proposed  system  there  would 
be  only  one  time  of  entry — September. 
For  the  colleges  there  would  be  one 
course  yearly  instead  of  several.  Having 
passed  Part  I  the  student  would  proceed 
to  his  apprenticeship  (full-time  for  two 
years).  He  would  go  back  to  College  for 
a  two-year  full-time  course  for  Part  II. 

It  was  proposed  to  continue  the  present 
entrance  requirements  until  October 
1957,  so  as  not  to  spring  a  surprise  on 
persons  who  had  entered  a  secondary 
school  in  September  1955  and  would  be 
taking  their  Senior  certificate  in  1957. 
From  October  1957  physics  and  chem- 
istry would  be  compulsory,  except  for  a 
person  already  committed  to  certain  sub- 
jects. For  the  Final  Part  I  examination 
much  the  same  syllabus  would  continue 
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as  at  present  but  it  was  hoped  to  revise 
it  from  1958  onwards,  when  students 
would  have  chemistry  and  physics. 

In  •  the  Part  II  examination  it  was 
proposed  to  add  pharmacology  to  pre- 
sent subjects.  It  was  recommended  that 
a  degree  student  who  wished  to  have  his 
name  on  the  register  should  pass  a 
degree  examination  plus  subjects  the 
Society  would  prescribe  (such  as  forensic 
pharmacy  or  pharmacology).  It  was  pur- 
posed to  give  persons  registered  as 
apprentices  before  January  1,  1956, 
until  June  30,  1962,  to  qualify.  The  pre- 
sent regulations  providing  for  the  taking 
by  degree  holders  of  forensic  pharmacy 
only  would  continue  to  June  30,  1962. 

Questions  from  members  brought  the 
replies  that  examinations  would  be  held 
in  June  and  December  of  each  year  as 
at  present.  During  the  two  years  after 
Part  I  the  student  would  concentrate  on 
his  shop  work.  Revision  would  not 
extend  over  the  whole  course,  and  classes 
could  probably  be  arranged  with  little 
difficulty.  It  was  proposed  that  appren- 
tices should  be  limited  to  one  per  shop. 
Apprenticeship  would  be  recognised  if 
served  under  the  supervision  of  a  phar- 
maceutical chemist.

STATEMENT 
ON  COURT  DECISION 

AT  the  February  meeting  of  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 
the  president  (Mr.  P.  F.  McGrath), 
with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the 
Council,  made  the  following  statement 
on  the  recent  Supreme  Court  decision 
(C.  &  D.,  February  4,  p.  109):  "While 
judgment  has  been  given  against  us  the 
three  written  judgments  of  the  Supreme 
Court  have  all  put  pharmacy  on  a  high 
plane.  Our  gain  in  the  case  has  been 
much  greater  than  our  loss,  which  is  only 
financial.  We  took  action  on  a  high 
principle— that  compounding  and  dis- 
pensing a  doctor's  prescription  was  pro- 
fessional, and  therefore  should  not  be  the  1 
subject  of  a  trade  inquiry.  All  the  judg-  j 
ments  give  us  the  status  of  a  profession —  I 
a  direct  reversal  of  High  Court  views,  i 
Only  on  the  point  of  inquiry  under  the  | 
Restrictive  Trade  Practices  Act  have  we  | 
lost.  We  won  on  the  major  issue,  and  it  I 
is  now  established  for  all  time  that  phar-  1 
macy  is  a  profession.  Even  the  Chief  I 
Justice  said  his  decision  in  no  way 
diminished  his  view  of  the  status  and 
reputation  of  pharmaceutical  chemists;  I 
the  two  judgments  in  our  favour  put  us  1 
on  an  absolute  professional  plane.  We  j 
took  the  best  legal  advice,  and  put  all 
aspects  before  members.  They  in  turn  j 
gave  us  an  almost  unanimous  support  in  i 
taking  proceedings.  They  gave  us,  too,  j 
an  almost  90  per  cent,  response  in  finan-  I] 
cial  aid.  Even  since  the  decision  was  pub-  I 
lished  two  members  had  written  enclos-  & 
ing  substantial  cheques.  From  the  fund  I 
the  joint  expenses  of  the  Society  and  j 
Irish  Drug  Association  for  the  Fair  Trade  I 
Commission   hearing,   and   our  High 
Court  costs,  have  been  paid.  We  have  jj 
still  to  pay  Supreme  Court  and  State  I 
costs  for  both  hearings.  It  would  be  | 
futile  to  conjecture  what  those  costs  will  | 
be,  or  if  the  balance  in  the  Fund  will  meet  1 
them.  When  we  know  the  figures  we  will  ! 
place  them  before  members.  The  case  has  i 
proved  the  loyalty  of  Irish  pharmacists,  :\ 
and  I  feel  more  than  ever  honoured  to  I 
be   president    of   the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland." 
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COMMENT 

Progress  towards  a  Settlement 

THE  resolute  stand  taken  by  the  Conference  of 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  representatives  on 
February  15  seems  to  have  borne  fruit.    The  state- 
ment (p. 193)  issued  after  the  meeting  of  Commit- 
tee A  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Whitley  Council  held 
on  March  8  gives  solid  ground  for  believing  that 
the  Ministry  of  Health  has  seen  the  need  to  adopt 
a  more  reasonable  attitude  in  its  handling  of  the 
inquiry  into  chemist  contractors'  remuneration. 
While  the  statement  is  not  quite  crystal  clear,  a 
reasonable  interpretation  of  it  seems  to  be  that,  in 
return  for  an  undertaking  by  the  chemist  contrac- 
tors' representatives  to  co-operate  in  a  Drug  Tar- 
iff prices  inquiry,  the  Ministry  has  agreed  to  reach 
as  speedy  a  settlement  as  possible  of  the  chemists' 
remuneration  claim.    The  contractors'  represen-' 
tatives  have  been  wary  enough  to  include  in  the 
statement  a  proviso  which  appears  to  mean  that 
the  Drug  Tariff  inquiry  will  not  start  -  so  far  as 
they  are  concerned  -  until  the  remuneration  claim 
has  been  settled.    If  past  experience  is  any  guide, 
that  was  a  wise  precaution  to  take. 

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 
By  Xrayser 

THE  continuing  dispute  in  the  printing  industry  is 
particularly  unfortunate  in  view  of  present  events-. 
I  am  delighted  to  see  (p. 185)  that  the  area  confer- 
ence at  Bournemouth  has  pledged  full  support  for 
the  action  taken  recently  to  press  the  Ministry  for 
an  immediate  revision  of  the  terms  of  service  for 
chemist  contractors.    The  utmost  publicity  for  re- 
port and  comment  is  urgently  needed,  and  all  will 
hope  to  see  THE  CHEMIST  AND  DRUGGIST  res- 
ume normal  publication  soon.    The  other  vitally 
important  issue  at  the  moment  is  the  Restrictive 
Trade  Practices  Bill  which,  as  you  point  out,  is 
calculated  to  increase  monopoly  by  playing  into 
the  hands  of  the  larger  type  of  business.    It  may 
have  to  be  pointed  out  that  there  is  a  connection 
between  the  two.    It  has  long  been  recognised  that 
the  wide  coverage  in  the  country  for  pharmaceut- 
ical service  within  the  N.H.S.  is  dependent  on  that 
pharmaceutical  service  being  subsidised  by  the 
other  side  of  the  chemist's  business.    Since  1911 
the  N.H.I,  and  N.H.S.  have  each  in  turn  benefited 
from  the  stability  of  prices  guarantee  by  the  col- 
lective maintenance  of  resale  prices.    If  the  Gov- 
ernment is  to  be  so  injudicious  as  to  scrap  an 
important  scheme  which  has  afforded  stability,  and 
by  so  doing  introduce  a  period  of  chaos  and  instab- 
ility, it  will  have  to  be  brought  home  to  it  that  the 
25  per  cent,  increase  in  N.H.S.  recently  asked  for 
is  quite  insufficient.    Economic  balance  in  phar- 
macy is  finely  adjusted,  and  if  chaos  is  introduced 
by  a  Bill  which  takes  no  account  of  the  facts,  then 
it  will  be  necessary  to  demand  that  professional 
pharmacy  be  made  economically  self-supporting. 

FESTIVE  OCCASIONS 

IN  choosing  their  first  lady  president,  West  Ham 
and  District  Association  of  Pharmacists  were 
voting  to  put  their  annual  dinner  and  dance  under 
a  Cloud.    Other  Clouds  were  in  evidence  also,  but 
against  all  meteorology  a  sunny  atmosphere,  sil- 
ver linings  and  no  depression  whatsoever  were 
experienced  by  the  312  diners  and  dancers  on 
March  8.    The  toast  of  the  Association  was  prop- 
osed by  Mr.  W.  T.  Elder  (a  member  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society's  Council),  who  had  high  praise 
for  the  Association's  consistently  successful 
efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Society's  Benevolent  and 
Birdsgrove  House  funds  -  successes  crowned  later 
in  the  evening  by  a  raffle  which  brought  in  the  rec- 
ord total  of  £42.    The  toast  was  coupled  with  the 


name  of  Miss  Joan  Cloud,  who  suggested  that  ear- 
lier members  could  never  have  imagined,  in 
designing  the  presidential  chain,  that  the  weight  of 
office  would  ever  be  borne  by  a  woman.   She  wel- 
comed as  founder  members  -  or  at  least  very 
early  ones  -  present  that  evening  Mr.  S.  C.  Jones 
and  Mr.  Joseph  Reed,  and  as  a  past-president  Mr. 
Arthur  Mortimer,  O.B.E.  The  vice-president  of 
the  Association  (Mr.  H.  A.  Horlington)  proposed 
"The  Ladies,"  and  Miss  A.  J.  P.  McBride,  who 
responded,  acknowledged  that  the  West  Ham  As- 
sociation had  always  favoured  feminine  equality 
in  pharmacy  while  still  allowing  a  woman  to  have 
the  last  word  in  the  toast  list. 

SPEAKING  at  the  annual  dinner  and  dance  of  the 
Manchester  Branch  of  the  Guild  of  Public  Phar- 
macists held  on  February  14,  Mr.  H.  Grainger  (a 
member  of  Guild  and  Society's  Councils)  said  he 
was  disturbed  about  the  status  of  pharmacy  in  Brit- 
ain.   It  did  not  enjoy  a  status  comparable  to  that  on 
the  Continent.    Mr.  Grainger  was  responding  to  the 
toast  to  the  Guild  which  had  been  proposed  by  Mr. 
H.  Steinman  (president,  Pharmaceutical  Society). 
The  loyal  toast  and  the  toast  to  the  guests  were 
proposed  by  the  Branch  chairman  (Mr.  K.A.Hume). 
Responding  for  the  guests,  Mr.  G.  E.  Archer  (con- 
sultant ear,  nose  and  throat  surgeon,  Stockport 
infirmary)  thanked  the  hospital  pharmacists  for 
their  help  and  co-operation  with  the  medical  pro- 
fession.

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AMERICAN  PHARMACY 

Dr.  Sonnedecker's*  review  at  London  evening  meeting 


\MERICAN  pharmacy  still  seems 
nore  akin  to  British  pharmacy  than 
o  that  of  any  other  country.  The 
:arly  settler  met  contingencies  with  (a) 
nedical  lore  picked  up  from  the 
ndians;  (b)  store-bought  remedies 
iither  imported  or  in  imitation  of 
emedies  popular  in  England;  and  (c) 
lints  given  in  household  medical 
woks. 

In  the  larger  settlements  were  men 
vho  called  themselves  physician  or 
ipothecary.  Those,  both  qualified  and 
unqualified,  ordinarily  practised  phar- 
nacy  as  well  as  medicine.  By  the  early 
lineteenth  century,  the  need  for  higher 
tandards  was  felt,  particularly  among 
he  so-called  "druggists".  Those  men 
ounded  the  first  associations  and 
chools.  In  1852  the  local  associations 
ounded  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  which  in  turn  fostered 
>harmaceutical  associations  in  the 
ndividual  states. 

The  American  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
iation  is  the  closest  American  counter- 
lart  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
jreat  Britain,  but  without  its  legal 
esponsibilities  for  regulating  the  pro- 
ession  and  without  universal 
nembership.  The  Association  could 
tot  focus  sufficiently  on  economic 
nterests  to  satisfy  pharmacy  owners, 
[heir  problems  have  been  dealt  with 
ince  1898  by  the  National  Association 
>f  Retail  Druggists. 

The  National  Association  of  Chain 
Drug  Stores  has  represented  since  1933 
he  special  interest  of  multiple-unit 
snterprises;  and  the  American  College 
tf  Apothecaries  since  1940  the  special 
interest  of  the  owners  of  exclusive 
Prescription  shops.  The  College  elects 
its  Fellows  on  the  basis  of  high  and 
pecific  professional  standards  to  which 
heir  establishments  must  conform; 
7ellows  must  be  members  of  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
"he  American  Society  of  Hospital 
'harmacists,  founded  in  1942,  embraces 
n  estimated  50  per  cent  of  all  hospital 
•harmacists.  The  American  Institute 
if  the  History  of  Pharmacy  has  func- 
ioned  since  1941  as  a  centre  for 
esearch,  publication  and  information 
bout  the  historical  and  cultural  aspects 
[I  pharmacy, 
liducation 

|  The  associations  of  pharmacists  have 
uilt  up  the  educational  system.  The 
Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy 
Hunched  instruction  in  1821,  two 
iecades  before  the  beginning  of  the 
fharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
iritain.  By  the  time  of  the  Civil  War 
1861-65)  several  local  associations  were 
ffering  academic  instruction  to 
pprentices.  Classes  usually  were  held 
t  night,  in  rented  rooms.  There  were 
o  laboratories,  and  finances  were 
ncertain.  The  instructional  pattern 
losely  paralleled  that  of  England,  and 
he  most  popular  textbooks  were  of 
British  origin. 

In  1868  the  state  University  of 
Michigan  established  a  pharmacy 
purse  infused  with  laboratory  work, 
tid  demanding  practically  full  time, 
he  consequences  were  revolutionary. 


One  state  university  after  another  put 
pharmacy  into  its  curriculum.  In  1900 
the  pharmacy  student  commonly  took 
a  two-year  course,  though  he  could  find 
schools  where  he  would  graduate  after 
only  40  weeks'  study.  Wisconsin 
pioneered  a  four-year  course,  and  three 
decades  later  all  recognised  schools 
agreed  to  make  the  four-year  course  a 
minimum.  There  are  now  73  accre- 
dited schools  of  pharmacy.  Their 
accreditation  rests  with  the  American 
Council  on  Pharmaceutical  Education, 
formed  in  1932  by  the  American  Asso- 
ciation of  Colleges  of  Pharmacy, 
National  Association  of  Boards  of 
Pharmacy  and  American  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association. 

In  most  states  the  original  laws  that 
define  pharmacy  and  delimit  its  prac- 
tice were  adopted  between  1870  and 
1900.  The  State  enforcement  body, 
usually  called  the  Board  of  Pharmacy, 
consists  of  a  small  group  of  pharma- 
cists selected  for  appointment  by  the 
Governor  or  other  official  from  among 
practitioners.  All  but  three  States 
require  one  year  of  practical  experience 
before  a  licence  is  granted.  After  a 
student  has  completed  his  practical 
experience  and  academic  study,  passed 
a  comprehensive  State  examination, 
and  received  his  licence,  the  State 
board  continues  to  inspect  establish- 
ments for  compliance  with  legal  stan- 
dards governing  personnel,  equipment 
and  practices. 

At  first  the  administration  of  49 
different  laws  offered  often  insurmoun- 
table problems  to  the  pharmacist  who 
wished  to  transfer  from  one  State  to 
another.  That  called  into  being  a 
federation  of  boards  of  pharmacy  in 
1904.  The  Federation  has  developed 
an  effective  system  for  reciprocation  of 
licences  in  all  but  three  States. 

The  Federal  Government  assumes 
jurisdiction,  as  a  principle,  only  when 
drugs  cross  State  lines.  Federal 
law  affects  pharmacy  more  importantly 
through  two  statutes  dealing  broadly 
with  narcotic  control  and  with  the 
adulteration  and  misbranding  of  drugs. 
Most  State  legislatures  have  patterned 
State  laws  after  the  two  national 
statutes. 

Nine  American  pharmacists  out  of 
ten  are  in  retail  practice.  About  four 
per  cent  practise  in  hospitals.  There 
are  about  twice  as  many  physicians  as 
practising  pharmacists. 

A  study  now  seven  years  old  put  the 
salary  of  the  average  newly  licensed 
pharmacist  at  about  $3,600  (£1.286) 
annually  before  taxes.  Salaries  have 
increased  and  today  remuneration  of 
$5,000  (£1,785)  and  more  is  common. 
Hospital  pharmacists  have  improved 
their  economic  position,  probably  now 
coming  abreast  of  employed  retail 
pharmacists.  Pharmacy  owners 
probably  receive  about  twice  as  much 
in  average  total  net  income  as 
employed  pharmacists,  and  the 
employed  pharmacist  probably  a  little 
more  than  one-third  the  average 
remuneration  of  medical  men.  Onlv 
in  a  few  of  the  largest  cities  have 


employed  pharmacists  been  organised 
into  unions. 

Among  a  group  of  retail  pharmacists 
studied  in  1946,  the  median  weekly 
stint  of  duty  was  55-59  hours.  Phar- 
macists employed  in  other  fields  were 
working  only  40  to  44  hours.  Pharma- 
cies frequently  remain  open  until  nine 
or  ten  o'clock  at  night  and  for  several 
hours  on  Sunday.  At  least  40  per  cent 
of  all  pharmacies  are  served  by  a  single 
pharmacist;  three  or  more  pharmacists 
are  employed  in  about  13  per  cent. 
The  13  per  cent  would  be  modern  and 
well  appointed,  dignified  and  profes- 
sional in  atmosphere,  comparable  to 
first-rate  pharmacies  in  Britain  and 
elsewhere.  Not  many  would  have  a 
soda  fountain  or  restaurant  under  the 
same  roof. 

More  establishments  are  becoming 
devoted  almost  entirely  to  professional 
and  technical  services,  but  more  phar- 
macies too  are  becoming  larger,  and 
less  discriminating  in  range  of  stock, 
less  dignified  in  method  of  operation. 
Perhaps  some  day  there  will  be  a 
dichotomy.  Today  it  is  more  accurate 
to  visualise  a  continuum  between 
extremes,  embracing  roughly  51,000 
dispensing  units.  There  is  an  irregular 
trend  toward  proportionately  fewer 
pharmacies  in  relation  to  population. 
In  1899  the  estimate  was  1,957  persons 
per  pharmacy;  in  1950  2,750;  in  1955 
3,200.  The  average  American  phar- 
macy today  thus  has  about  as  many 
potential  patrons  as  the  British 
chemist's  shop. 

There  never  has  been  any  clear-cut, 
uniform  separation  of  pharmaceutical 
dispensing  from  medical  practice  in  the 
United  States.  Yet  the  American  phar- 
macist's prescription  practice  has  been 
growing  steadily  for  some  years,  and 
by  and  large  the  physician  increasingly 
relies  on  the  pharmacist's  services.  The 
average  pharmacy  today  would  fill 
about  thirty  prescriptions  daily,  at  an 
average  fee  of  at  least  $2  (14s.  4d.). 
That  cost  is  ordinarily  borne  by  the 
patient,  since  the  popular  voluntary 
health  insurance  does  not  ordinarily 
extend  beyond  hospital  and  surgical 
costs.  Almost  nine  prescriptions  out 
of  ten  call  for  only  one  or  two  items. 
Not  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  pres- 
criptions require  technical  manipula- 
tion. One  in  about  50  is  written  in 
the  metric  system;  rather  more  than 
half  show  traces  of  Latin.  To  fill  those 
13,125  prescriptions,  a  pharmacist 
would  need  2,400  different  items  (drugs, 
combinations  and  preparations). 
Trade-named  specialities  are  heavily 
prescribed;  and  duplication  and  near- 
duplication  among  brands  remains  a 
chronic  point  of  stress  between  dispen- 
sing pharmacy  and  manufacturing 
pharmacy.  The  plethora  of  drugs 
leads  physicians  more  and  more  to 
consult  pharmacists. 

Advisory  service  and  manipulative 
operations  both  make  the  greatest 
demands  on  pharmacists  in  hospital 
practice.  About  half  of  the  registered 
hospitals  are  reported  to  employ  full- 
time  pharmacists.
